REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. Claims 1-20 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1, 14 and 18 recite, inter alia, an electrically conductive, substantially cylinder 
formed layer with mechanical dampening properties is located within an annular space defined 
by the outermost winding of the two windings; and wherein the electrically conductive layer is 
formed as a sandwich structure comprising at least two partial layers with an intermediate layer 
with mechanical dampening characteristics lying there between. 

The reference of record does not teach or suggest the aforementioned limitation, nor 
would it be obvious to modify those references to include such limitation.
